DIPS INTO FUTURE 


Year 1917 to See Railroads 
with Six Foot Gauge and 
Engines You Can’t 


Imagine. 


| Money-and Tariff Questions Point 


to Hard Times Ahead; His 
Greatest Achieve- 
ment. 


Washington, D. C., March 6—[Spectal.}— 
Following his announced intention of taking 
the public into his confidence ee 
extent than he has done heretofore, E. 
Harriman, the raflroad- magnate, abot oa 
been in Washington for six days, let it be 
known thie afternoon that he would be inter- 
viewed. 

Mr. Harriman apparentty sought to have 
the impression made that he was @ human 
being, and not altogether a soulless, secretive 
corporation whose purpose is to crush out 
the lives of the common people. 

In answer to the first question Mr. Har 
riman refused either to confirm or deny the 
report in Wall #@reet today thet he had 
purchased the Reading road. He said he was 
not interested in Wall street and could not 
be denying rumors which are constantly 
emanating from there, “ because,” he added, 
“sometime some rumor might come out of 
Wall street which I would not want to deny.” 

He did say, however, that he had not pur- 
chased or sold a share of stock of any kind 
since he had been in Washington. 


Roads Must All Be Rebuilt. 

Discussing railroads in the abstract, Mr. 
Harriman said: “‘ The railroads of the United 
States will have to be rebuilt with much 
heavier rails and with a gauge of six feet in- 
stead of the present one of 4 feet 8% inches. 
This change will come within the next ten 
years, and the roads of 1917 will be as much 
in advance of the roads of 1907 as the roads 
of today are an improvement over the roads 
of 18987. Either locomotives of such size that 
nobody now oan imagine them, or electric 
engines will have to be provided. 

* I think in time the latter will be the more 
feasible. The locomotive with the present 
gauge of tracks has reached its capacity. 
The freight car of the present will have to 
give way to an all steel freight car, which 
will be two feet wider, two feet higher, and 
several feet longer. It will at the same time 
be possible to make a car much lighter in 
proportion to its carriage capacity. the 
present ¢ar, and this will effect « great s: 
ing in the cost of transportation, 


nels. “will have to be enlarged, bridges must 


1 bé rebuilt to make them equal to the strain 


of the increased loads that will pass over 
them. To do ali of these things will cost bil- 
lions of dollare—nobody can tell how many 
billions,”’ 


Money Question a Bad Problem. 
This brought Mr. Harriman up to the gub- 
ject of finance, and he deplored the fact that 
the money question and the tariff question of 
the prepent day had not been settled before 
the railroad agitation began. While declar- 
ing that the recent rate legislation had not 
injured the railroads, he expressed the belief 
that it had had a tendency to advance the 
price of money to the railroads, and declared 
that the interest which the railroads were 
paying now was from 25 to 381-3 per cent 
higher than it was a year or more ago, and 
this not because of any other reason than that 
the lenders of money did not know to what 
extreme the agitation against the railroads 
would lead. Three and one-half per cent 
was a good interest rate in France, yet the 
French lenders were charging the American 
roads 4% and 5 per cent. 

“YT do not consider the money question 
settled by any means,’’ continued Mr. Harri- 
man. ‘It will become a lively issue when 
hard times shall come again, as they un- 
doubtedly will, although there is nothing in 
the present situation which would lead me 
to believe that there is any danger in the 
immediate future. They may not come within 
the lifetime of any man now living. I think 
it would have been better, too, if there had 
been a modification of the tariff before the 
railroad agitation was begun.” 


Railroads Not So Wicked. 

Mr. Harriman explained, in answer to & 
question, that, generally speaking, he meant 
the readjustment of schedules to meet 
changed conditions by his expression of 
“modification,” and that In many things he 
believed that modification should be reduc- 
tion. Of course, there might be some in- 
stances where duties should be increased. 

“ ‘There has been growing suspicion against 
railroads,” continued Mr. Harriman, “ and 
it ought to be dispelled. There ought to be 
greater codperation among railroads, the 
general government, and the public. I be- 
lleve in government regulation of railroads, 
but I believe also that combinations of rail- 
roads should be legalized to the extent that 
such combinations will aid in cheapening 
transportation. Such combinations are @ 
present day necessity, and the government in 
exercising its right of regulation should rec- 
ognize that necessity. Then the government 
and railroads can codperate and the public 
will be benefited.” 

Speaking of the construction of the Panama 
canal, Mr. Harriman said that the estate 
ment was untrue that transcontinental roads 
were doing what they could to hinder the 
construction of the canal. It was nothing 
but the old cry against railroads, he said. 


His Greatest Achievement. 

‘““T wae asked by the interstate commerce 
commission,” Mr. Harriman went on, * what 
I regarded as the greatest of my railroad ex- 
perience. My reply was that I considered the 
closing of the break in the Colorado river as 
the most remarkable achievement of recent 
history. In the handling of rock and stone 
our engineers made a record which is likely 
to stand for many years tocome. Temporari- 
ly at least the Colorado river has been con- 
quered, but like the Mississippi in ite delta 
region, it will bear watching always. 
people of Imperial valley are naturally great- 
ly rejoiced at the successful work of the en- 
gineers of the Southern Pacific railway.” 

Mr. Harriman closed his interview by say- 
ing that President Roosevelt, he believed, 
had core to a realization of the necessity of 
railroad and government coUperating, and 
that he believed the president saw the neces- 
sity of legal combinations in the itterests | 
of cheaper transportation. Mr. Harriman

The plan contemplates the erection, on 
property to be furnished by the county 
board, of an emergency relief station, to be 
located downtown—within the hoop if pos- 
sible—and to be maintained and operated in 
connection with the Cook county hospital. 
The building and equipment are to be fur- 
nished by the trustees through populer sub- 
scription, the only condition of the gift being 


“Iroquois Memorial Emergency hospitel.”’ 

The amount sent for the purpose is 
$25,000. 

Project Outlined in Letter. 

In an explanatory letter accompanying the 
formal proposal to the board this committee 
coments on the plan as follows: 

“We wish again to call your attention to 
the handling of emergency cases in the down- 
town district. Now euch cases are handled 
in a primitive way, and it must appeal to 
all persons who have given the question any 
thought that a,decided and radical change 
should be made in thie situation. With the 
tremendous number of people and great 
activity that is going on In the center of the 
city there should be some way of taking 
care of the accident cases that happen. - 

“One of the best examples of the man- 
agement of this question that we have been 
able to locate is that of the city of Boston. 
There they have a well designed and well 
equipped emergency hospital located In the 
congested district and keep two ambulances 
in service Curing the day and one at night. 
In 1902, the year the hospital wae estab- 
Hshed, they had something like 20,000 pa- 
tients, which increased in the year 1906 to 
106,000. 

Merely for Emergency Cases. 

“ They say, in a recent letter, that it is not 
intended that this should be a hospital in the 
usual sense of the word, because the situation 
and surroundings are not favorable to hos- 
pital conditions, and, consequently, patients 
are moved to the main hospital, their homes, 
or elsewhere, as soon as possible after their 
admission. It ie unusual for a patient 
to remain in the relief station, even in ex- 
treme cases, longer than from four’to seven 
days. 

**In conclusion, we wish to urge the necés- 
sity of this step on your part, and desire to 
build such an emergency station in Chicago, 
according to the attached offer. We feel that 
the opinion of all fair minded citizens would 
warrant your building this hospital and 
calling it the Iroquois Memorial Emergency 
hospital, to perpetuate the memory of the 
sad ca 

Offer Likely to Be Accepted. 

Although no formal action was taken by 
the eounty board, it is generally understood 
the commissioners favor the plan. 

President EB. J. Brundage long has urged 
the need of a downtown branch for the county 
hospital. On account of its location, miles 
from the heart of the city, the institution is 
now practically uselese for emergency cases 
downtown. 

The trustees in charge of the hospital fund, 
most of whom. lost relatives or intimate 
friends in the Iroquois theater fire, are:

Flaws in Building Law. 


“This building ordinance in no way de 
clares,’’ said Mr. Mayer, “‘ whose duty it is 
to put in flues and sprinkler systems. Wouid 
you put these things on the owner, or say 
every tenant must attend to the flues, fire 
escapes, etc.? Yet this ordinance does not 
say whose duty it shall be. Your judicial 
conscience would be compelled to deciare 
such an ordinance void even if some other 
concurrent judge upheld it. Your honor will 
not hide behind the battery of some associ- 
ate judge. There are two questions which 
in the opinion of all the counsel for the de- 
fense are vital and make the existence of the 
ordinance in the case impossible. I think 
the court concedes the ownership question. 
Mr. Davis was no more the owner of the 
theater than Samuel Felton is owner of the 
Chicago and Alion railroad because he hap- 
pens to be ite president.’’

Uncertain as to Iroquois. 


“In the ninth count clags 4 and 5 the 
aters are named as inoluding all buildings 
used as assembly halls for large gatherings 
of people for worship or entertainment. 

“Now what puts the Iroquois theater in 
clase 5 of the ordinance we are accused of 
violating? A large gathering? What does 
that mean? All men having large buildings 
put on fire escapes, others do not. All large 
breweries must pay $1,000 @ year, others $260. 
Who will pay, who will obey? How can you 
tell who violates?’ 

“ The state can establish fire limits in Chi- 
cago and can say no wooden buildings may be 
put up within those limits, but it exhausts its 
power there. To go beyond that would be 
| special legislation. The whole city must be 
legislated for, not a territory. 
| “QLeaws creating crime must be specific. 
| Before a man can be punished his case must 
be unmistakably within the statute. He 
must know what to avoid.”’ 
| Mr. Mayer took up the rest of the afternoon 
| in reciting from the lawbooks and adjourn- 
| ment until tomorrow morning was taken be 
fore he had fairly started on his argument. 


What State Hopes to Prove. 


His address was the second the court had 
listened to since morning. At the begimning 
) of the session in the forenoon State’s Attor- 
ney Buckingham hed taken up two hours in 
presenting the state’s case against Mr. Davis. 
| It was a clear, concise statement, and in the 
| opinion of all admirably presented. He said 
in part: 

“ What the state charges is, in effect, that 
Will J. Davis, manager of the Iroquois the 
ater, im connection with the production of 
‘Mr. Bluebeard.Jr.,’ did not efford to the 
public those safeguards provided for in the 
laws relating to the conduct of theaters, and 
| in failing to do so made himeelf responsible 
for the fire which ensued and for the deaths 
that followed the fire. 

“Tt will be shown by the state that there 
wae no vent in the roof as provided by law, 
which means that the opening which should 
have been available in an emergency was 
hermetically sealed and oould not be opened. 

“Tt will be shown, also, that the exits and 
other public rights safeguarded by the laws 
of the state in this instance were violated 
| by Will J. Davis, in that the doors were 
| elosed and could not be opened. The state 
will show that because of his neglect of pro- 
| vision for public safety Will J. Davis became 
| responsible for the Iroquois fire, and such 
' responsibility involves also the culpability 

for the death of Viva R. Jackson, whose 
| death in the fire is the basia of the mate's 
case against Mr. Davis. 

“This theater at the time of the disaster 
was not complete, and the ‘ Bluebeard Jr.’

Finest Theater in World. 

“This theater was conetructed to be the 
most beautiful theater in the world. I think, 
strictly speaking, that it would have been, 
when fully completed, the finest theater on 
the face of the globe. 

“ There was a marblestaircase with double 
plate glass doors. The decorations were mag- 
nificent. They were the wonder and delight 
of theatrical architects and decorators. All 
these things to delight the eye and dull the 
senee of caution were present. Nobody knew 
what were the conditions behind the curtain, 
where Mr. Davis had arrayed his angels and 
nymphs, his satyrs and singers, and the great 
crowd of coryphees who were to appear that 
evening in the procession of the extravaganza. 

“The stage was littered with all sorts of 
scenery and properties. Inflammable things 
were scattered all about. There was the con- 
fusion Incident to the opening nights, and 
added to that adisregard for the established 
rules of safety, due to the unfinished state of 
the house. In other words, the management 
of the Iroquois theater was ‘trusting to 
luck.’ ™ 

Mr. Buckingham then related how Viva 
Jackson met her death, seated with a party of 
girl friends in the center of the.theater. He 
concluded with a description of the finding of 
the body in the morgue, said to be that of

Residents in South Sawyer avenue, be- 
tween Douglas boulevard and West Twenty- 
second street. are angry at what they term 
the latest demonstration of inefficiency on 
the part of Mayor Dunne’s board of loca! im- 
provements. 

The present cause of the citizens’ wrath, 
which has been smoldering for months, is 
the receipt of assesement notifications from 
the city collector's office demanding payment 
for a section of asphalt pavement jaid in 
Sawyer avenue last summer. The pave- 
rment’s brief history, according to property 
ownere, constitutes a recital of about all the 
ills that users of asphalt paving are heir to. 

* The board of local improvements is hand- 
ing us @ gold brick—or trying to,” is the way 
one of the property owners put it yesterday. 

“A Oounty court decision In our favor has 
not accomplished anything. A visit to the 
city hall hag proved worse than useless. Just 
what we will do next I do not know. But we 
are going to do something.” 


Pavement in Poor Condition. 


The paving, which extends from Douglas 
boulevard to the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad tracks, just north of Twen- 
ty-eecond street, was completed in August, 
A week after the street was reopened it was 
found that the asphalt had been left in such 
a condition that horses’ hoofs and wagon 
wheels left deep ruta and holes in the pave- 
ment. , : 

Ry the time it had been used a month the 
pavement looked like a relic of the days” be- 
fore the fire.” Finding that the board of local 
improvements, under whose supervision the 
work had been done, would do nothing to 
remedy the condition, a committee of resi- 
dents took the matter into the County court. 

“The city engineers went into court and 
aid everything they could to help the pav- 
ing contractors fight us,” said F. BE. King, 
869 South Sawyer avenue, “ but we managed 
to win out.” 

Judge Cutting directed that the Conway 
Construction company, which did the work. 
deposit a bond of $1,000 as guarantee that 
the pavement would be repaired. The bond 
still is reposing in some bank in the form 
of a certified check. 


Many Big Cracks Appear. 

In the last few weeks the pavement hae be- 
gun to crack. Property owners report that 
up to the present time twenty-six cracks have 
appeared, all extending from curb to ourb, 
and many from one-half to three-quarters of 
an inch wide. 

“When we complained that the pavement 
was too soft,” said Mr. King, “ they told us 
that this was because they had put In an un- 
usual amount of oil to keep it from cracking. 
Now, to cap the climax, they’ve overcharged 
us. The contract price was$1.85uyard. My 
assessment, which is for forty-one yards, le 
$138.56, a little more than $8.26 a yard. I 
have been to the oity hall and the en r 
whom I saw said he would come out look 
the work over. He has not appeared.” 

Despairing of getting satisfaction individu- 
ally, property ownere have united to have 
the street repaved. Just what the nature of 
their action will be has not been determined.

NORTH SIDE BUSINESS MEN 
WANT POLICE PROTECTION

Prepare Demand on Chief of Départ- 
ment Following Numerous Burglaries 
and Holdups in Vicinity. 


Business men in the neighborhood of North 
State and Indiana streets have framed a 
written demand upon Chief of Police Collins 
for adequate police protection. Although only 
a few blocks from the East Chicago avenue 
police station and within ten minutes’ walk 
of the city hall, burglaries are of almost 
nightly occurrence. 

A petition is being circulated by I. Marshall, 
tailor at 87 North State street and head of 
the North State Street Merchants’ Protec- 
tive association, addressed to the complaia- 
ant head of the police department. Thepeti- 
tion is receiving unanimous recognition by 
the merchants. Mr. Marshall’s taflor shop is 
within two blocks of the Virginia hotel, the 
home of Corporation Counsel Lewis, but it 
has been raided repeatedly by burelars. - 

“ Recently when walking in La Salle ave- 
nue at night. I saw e woman struck tn the 
face by a footpad and robbed,” sald Mr. 
Marshall. “I helped a policeman to chase 
him. but he got away. 

“There ig a patrol box at Indiana and 
North State streets, but from my observa- 
tions I fudge that it is pulled about once a 
year. The condition is outrageous and it Is 
Chief Collins’ business to do something to 
protect us from thieves.”’ 

Because of the theft of $560 from his room, 
Peter Zadoe, a Greek, Nving at the Congress 
hotel, Halsted and West Congress streets, will 
be compelled to abandon his plan to visit his 
native country. The money, Zadoe said, was 
taken from under his piNow while he was 
asleep in the afternoon.

COURT WILL ASK AID FROM 
BILLIARD ROOM OPERATORS. 


Municipal Judge Petit to Seek Co-opera- 
tion in Removing Young Men from 


Evil Influences. 


Believing the billiard room as weil as the 
saloon is responsible for the waywardness 
of boys and young men, Judge Petit of the 
branch Municipal court at 1891 West Madison 
street has instructed policemen in his dis- 
trict to notify al) billiard room operators in 
the district to call upom him at his court- 
room at 4 o'clock im the afternoon of March 
15. 
Following the example of Judge Cleland, 
he expects to enlist these men on his side in 
his fight against crime and will inform them 
of the law regulating billiard rooms and urge 
them to use their efforts to keep all young 
men under 18 years of age out of their places. 

“In nearly every case where boys around 
18 years of age have been arrested and 
brought before me,” said the judge, “ I have 
been able to trace the beginning of their 
downfall to the billard room, These rooms 
are the lounging places of the idle and vicious 
and young men are always ready to listen 
to the exploits of these rowdies. 

“Tf the young men could be kept out of 
these places there would be fewer criminals 

ong them. It has been my experience 
‘that 50 per cent of the arrests made in the 
district are among the idlers who hang 
around billiard rooms. If I can talk to the 
owners of these places I think they will use 
their influence to keep boys from these evil

Judge Landis Decides Uni-| 


-formly Against Objections — 
of Standard’s Lawyers. 


STATE RATE IS SET UP. 


Attempt to Escape Interstate 
Jurisdiction Met by Bridge 


| Judge 
Landis ruled that the bridge tariffs at St. 
Louls had been filed with the interstate com- © 
merce commission by the Chicago and Alton 
along with their own tariff sheets, and this | 
constituted a through rate, for which the car- 
rier was responsible. 

That, no matter what rates were quoted in 
the railroad tariff sheets, it was competent 
to show what construction or rule was fol- 
lowed by the railroad with reference to these; 
Judge Landis held that the rule of contempo- 
raneous construction, as applied to contracts, 
is not possible where the law is as explicit as 
in this case. 


, @ollins Kept on Stand. 

Contrary to expectation, the examination 
of F. 8. Hollins, rate clerk for the Chicago 
and Alton railway, from which the govern- 
ment claims the Standard Oil company re- 
ceived $223,000 in rebates during 1908-'04, 
was not completed in a few minutes, but con- 
sumed most of the day. Hollins was on the 
witness stand when court adjourned on Tues- 
day and had identified a number of tariff 
sheets issued under his direction. When the 
government sought the identification of ad- 
ditional tariff sheets Attorney!John §. Miller 
interposed an objection in f of the 
Standard Oil company. : 

This was overruled, as was a similar objec- 
tion to the duplicate tariff files, one of which 
was retained by the Alton, and#thesother sent 
to the interstate commerce com on. Aas 
sistant District Attorney Wilkerson then 
asked if the witness had the files showing the 
rates of the Wiggins Ferry company for the 
transportation of goode from East St. Louis 
to St. Louis, and which are known as 
‘bridge tariffs.” This question provoked 
the first passage at arms between the oppos- 
ing forces. 

Miller Argues Irrelevancy. 

Mr. Miller argued that such matter was 
not relevant to the question at issue, as the 
| Standard Oil and the Chicago and Alton 
‘companies were the only ones involved. In 
support of this he declared the Alton did. 
not run from East St. Louis to St. Louis and 
the 18 cent rate, which the government claims 
was violated, was for an interstate shipment 
from Chappell to Hast St. Louis. Had his 
view been sustained it would have meant an 
** immunity bath "’ for the Standard Oi] com- 
pany, so far as the Alton indictments are 
concerned. He was overruled, however, and 
took an exception. 

Before ruling Judge Landis took the tariff 
schedules of the Chic and Alton and dis- 
covered this carried with it the bridge tariffs, | 
by which the actual rates besween. any given | 
point on that road and 8t. Louis could be,ac- 
curately computed. These papers bore the 
stamp of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and the judge then ruled that where the 
road published these bridge tariffs with its 
own the rates thus made became 
rates, for which the initial carrier is re- 
sponsible. - 


Oi] Company Received Tariffs. 

After many objections the information was 
obtained from Hollins that the Standard Oil 
company was one of the shippers to whom 
tariff sheets and revisions thereof were sent. 

On crose examination Hollins edmitted that 
tariff rates had chiefly to do with classified 
freight and Attorney Morits Rosenthal then 
produced several mysterious papers which 
he wanted the witness to identify. The pros- 
ecution wanted to see these and Mr. Rosen- 
thal replied that the government might see: 
oo if it would agree to offer them in evi- 

nce. 

“Mr. Rosenthal,” said Judge Landis, “it 
is a rule in this court that where a witness is 
questioned as to a document, the adversary 
of the attorney so questioning chall havea 
right to see it.”’ 

Papers Show Secret Rate. 

When the papers were turned over to the 
government for examination they proved to 
be copies of the secret rate of 6 cents a 100 
pounds on which the Standard Oil com- 
pany shipped its products from Whiting to 
St. Louls. The defense wanted to show 
this was a commodity rate, and, while not 
listed in the tariff sheets, became valid by 
use. This argument was used by Attorney 
Miller on the objection made by Assistant 
District Attorney Wilkerson, but the ob- 
jection was sustained, and the introduction of 
those papers deferred, if not prevented. The 
government contended that as this agree- 
ment had not been filed with the interstate 
commerce commission it could not be viewed 
as a legal rate. 

On further cross examination Hollins quali- 
fied some of his statements, but did not ma- 
terially alter his testimony. 

Douglas an Unwilling Witness. 

Noble C. Douglas, chief clerk for the Chi- 
cago Terminal Transfer railroad at Whiting, 
Ind., was then called. Douglas was at one 
time an employé of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, and did not prove a willing witness. 
Mr. Wilkerson asked him to tell of the course 
which shipments from the Standard Oil com- 
pany’s yards would take in being handled by 
the Terminal railroad, An objection by Mr, 
Miller that the prosecution should finish 
proving the filing and publication of the rates 
before taking up other matters was over- 
ruled.

334 HEADS FOR SCHOOLS. 


MARVELOUS PLAN OF GOVERN- 
MENT SUGGESTED BY DR. DE BEY. 


Woman Member of Board Offers Pian 
Whereby All Measures Pertaining 
te Education Shall Be Submitted to 
Several Hundred Advisory Councils 
of Teachers, Principals, and District 
Superintendents and Afterwards Be 
Passed Upon at Secret Referendum. 


The Chicago public school system wfll be 
under a 334 headed government if a plan 
made public yesterday by Dr. Cornelia De 


Bey, author of the plan to organize the teach- 


ers into advisory councils, is adopted by the 
board of education. 

The plan provides for what the school “ re- 
call the ** democratization ’’ of the 
schools. It was called bya ekeptic who saw it 


“the realization of the wildest dreams of 


the most enthusiastic referendumite that 


ever built Spanish castles.’’ 


Formidable List of “Juries.” 

If the plan is carried out by the board no 
important question of educational policy will 
be adopted by the board in the future until 
it has been made the subject of *‘ talkfests ’’ 
and has been voted upon by the following 
proposed organizations: , 

Two bundred and seventy ‘‘ unit ’’ or school coun- 


cells. 
One council of superintendent and district super- 
intendents. 
One council of supervisors of special studies. 
Eight ‘‘ speciality ’’ councils made up of various 


special teachers. 
Six general district councils. 
Six district councils of principals. 
Six district councils of head assistants. 
Six district councils of grammar grade teachers. 
Six district councils of primary grade teachers. 
Six district councils of German teachers. 
Six district councils of kindergarten teachers. 


One general central council. 

One high school central council. 

Bight associate central councils. 

In all the plan provides that 882 separate 
organizations of teachers must be consulted. 
This means that 832 reports must be prepared 
on every important educational question be- 
fore it will be settled by the board. In the 
event of each of the 332 organizations being 
divided each is to send in a minority and ma- 
jority report, making in all 664 reports. 

Provision for Referendum. 

The plan further provides that: 

All questions submitted by the board to 
the teaching force for an expression of opin- 
ion shall be first fully discussed in every 
one of the “unit” or-school councils, of 
which there are to be 270. 

Reports are to be sent from the “ unit” 
councils to the district councils for discus- 
gion and thence to the central council, where 
another “ talkfest ’’ is to be held. 

After these discussions are over the ques- 
tion is to be submitted to the individual teach- 
ers for a direct and secret referendum vote. 

It is expected, furthermore, that before any 
measure of importance is passed the super- 
intendent of schools and the board of edue 
cation also must pass upon it. Others who 
probably will be consulted are: Margaret 
Haley and Catharine Goggin. 


Seems “a Bit Complicated.” 

Dr. De Bey said the plan did not originate 
with her, but was forwarded to her by a num- 
ber of teachers. She understood it repre- 
sented the thought of a majority of the 
members of the present central school coun- 
cil. She thought the plan was “ compre- 
hensive,” although perhaps “a bit compli- 
cated.”’ 

In each of the six districts there will be 
councils made up of representatives from 
every school. In addition. to these general 
district councils each of *the six districts 
will have a council made up of the teach- 


42 -s of the different groups, the principals 


comprising one, the grammer grade teach- 
ers another, the kindergarten teachers an- 
other, etc. These are to be known as “ as- 
sociate district councils.”” The general coun- 
cil will be made up of representatives from

URGE CITY PENSION LAWS 


TEACHERS WANT PUBLIC INTER- 
EST DIVIDED AMONG FUNDS.

Prepare Bill to Cause Acerued Sums to 
Be Distributed Among ‘Treasuries 
of Various Employes’ Organisations 
—Will Enable All Members te Re- 
celve $400 Provided For in Pro- 
posed Amendments to Present Law 
~—Lobby for Bill Formed. 


A bill providing for the distribution of 
the interest on Invested tax money among 
the various pension funds for the relief of 
aged and infirm public employés will ‘be pre- 
sented to the general assembly by the teach- 
ers of Chicago. 

The draft of the measure has been com- 
pleted and the bill will be presented this 
week. The bill is calculated to give to the 
teaehers’ pension fund enough money to 
fenable the pension trustees to pay to every 
pensioner the full $400 pension provided for 
in the proposed amendments to the teach- 
ers’ pension law. 

The teachers will go to Springfield to fight 
for the passage of the revenue bill and at the 
same time will begin their fight to urge the 
passage of the new pension bill. 


Text of Revenue Bill. 

The revenue bill framed by the teachers 
provides the following: 

“That neither the treasurer nor any other 
officer of any city having a population ex- 
ceeding 100,000 shall be entitled to interest 
accruing from funds in his possession. 

‘That such interest, when paid into the 
city treasury, shall be distributed proportion- 
ately between and credited to the separate 
funds kept by the city treasurer in con- 
formity to the annual appropriation and tax 
levy ordinances of such city. 

“That the city council, ag to such funds 
levied for municipal purposes, artd the board 
of education as to such fund levied for edu- 
cational purposes, and the library board, as 
to such fund levied for library purposes, 
shall annually set aside all of the interest so 
added to the separate fund or funds, subject 
to its control, and contribute the same in such 
proportion as it may determine to any pen- 
sion fund or funds now created by law.”’ 


Compulsory Clause Is Modified. 

At a meeting of the legislative committee 
of the teachers’ pension convention in the 
afternoon a change was made in the proposed 
pension bill which removes all objections 
which have been made on the ground that it 
makes it compulsory for teachers to con- 
tribute. The amendment provides that teach- 
ers now in the service may have the option 
of contributing or not; but that teachers com- 
ing into the service hereafter shall be obliged 
to contribute. 

The legislative committee also gave John 
T. Ray, president of the convention, and Miss 
Kilbourn power to go to Springfield on behalf 
of the two bills as often as they deem neces- 
pary. 

Principal Ray, Principal fLouis Block, and 
Miss Nellie Nolan were named a committee to 
appear before the school management com- 
mittee tomorrow for requesting that teach- 
ers be allowed to go to Springfield in the in- 
terests of the bill without loss of pay.

This law recently has been put into perfect 
operation. The result has been that there 
is hardly a railroad in the country that has. 
not forféited something from its stipulated 
contract price for carrying the mails under 
the law during the current quarter. 


Contracts Made Unprofitable. 

In some cases the forfeitures fall heavily, 
and render the contracts unprofitable. Added 
to these inconveniences the present congress 
reduced compensation for carrying mails 
about $1,000,000 on railway postoffice car 
item, and lowered compensation on other con- 
tracts about §3,000,000. Right on the heels 
of congress adjournment, when the railroad 
managers were congratulating themselves 
on the fact that the La Follette-Murdock 
amendment, changing the divisor to be used 
from 6 to 7 in ascertaining the weight of 
mails during the mail weighing season, had 
been knocked out by congress, they. were 
startled by the announcement that Mr. Cor- 
telyou, then postmaster general, had issued 
an order applying a new divisor as proposed 
by the rejected legislation, and the effect of 
the order will still further reduce compensa- 
tion for carrying mails about 11 per cent 
from present prices. 

It would have been better for the roads if 
the proposed legislation had passed, for it 
would not’have gone into effect until the be- 
ginning of the new fiscal year, July 1. As it 
ig, the order of the postmaster general ap- 
plies the new divisor to the weighing of mails 
at once. 


. Roads to Cut Down Service? 


The mail weighing season is now on in the 
district which comprises the states of Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, lllinois, Mis- 
souri, Minnesota, and Iowa. The aggregate 
weights when ascertained at the close of the 
season tn that district early in June will be 
subjected to the new divisor. 

The railroad managers’ have told the post- 
office department officers that they cannot 
meet ‘the new limitatiOns put upon them 
without changing their schedules to give 
slower and less frequent train service. They

Under the Dingley law the tariff rate on 
brandy is fixed at §2.25 for a proof gallon. 
Section 8 authorizes the president to reduce 
this to $1.75 a proof gallon. This is a reduc- 
tion of 50 cents a gallon, and the difference 
would be nearly, if not quite, sufficient to de- 
stroy the trade in French brandies in the 
United States. There is unfortunately a 
large amount of that fiery liquid consumed 
here.. Of course if the French people apply 
their maximum tariff, they will not get the 
benefit of reduced rates under section 3 and 
Germany will have a distinct commercial 
advantage on. e tartar, argols, wine lees, 
brandy, all sparkling and still wines, paint- 
ings, pastels, pen and ink drawings, and 
statuary. 


Volume of Trade with France. 

The trade of the United States with France 
is by no means as important as that with 
Germany. Our exports to France for the 
fiscal year 1906 were only $97,892,480, or a 
good deal less than half the value of goods 
we sold to Germany. On the other hand, our 
imports from France were $108, 415,350, so 
that our sales and purchases with the great 
European republic are nearly equal. We 
should, therefore, gain about as much as we 
would lose on a commercial war with France, 
and would be in a particularly good position 
to carry it on, because our foreign trade 
with Germany would be intact for at least a 
year from next June. 

There is suspicion that French agitatiop 
for the application of maximum rates on 
articles from the United States has been 
cleverly timed by the French government to 
prevent the granting of concessions to Ger- 
many. The fact of the matter is that these 
concesisons already have been agreed upon, 
and if France wants to get the same all it has 
to do‘is to continue the application of its 


r minimum tariff, as Germany proposes to do. 


If France applies its maximum tariff it will 
not hurt the United States much, but wil 
benefit Germany immensely, because that 
country will immediately pick up a large 
share of French trade with the United States 
in brandies, champagne, and still wines. 


Dingley Rates Stand for Present. 


There is another feature to the tariff agita- 
tion between the United States and Europe 
which the French people have been appar- 
ently unaware of, although the German am- 
baseador has been careful to notify his gov- 
ernment, ‘Congress will not interfere with 
the American tariff until after the next presi- 
dential election. That means, however, that 
the Dingley rates will not be reduced. In 
case France or any other country appliesthe 
maximum tariff to the: United States, the 


‘president will, first of all, refuse a concession 


under section 3. Then congress will take 


action. That action surely will be in the 


nature of a maximum tariff, which simply 
will be a horizontal lift of every one of the 
Dingley rates, with a corresponding duty 
placed on those duties now in the field. This 
maximum rate will be applied to France or 


any other country which applies the maxi- 


mum rate to us. 


The sentiment in congress is particularly |, 


strong on this point. Speaker Cannon, Sen- 
ator Lodge, Secretary Root, and others, 
including, in all probability, the president,

The simplicity of this maximum and mini- 
mum tariff, and sentiment in its favor in 
congress is so well understood here, that it is 
not believed France intends anything more 
at this time than a commercial bluff. The 
Germans talked in much the same way a 
year ago, but the fact that they have agreed 
to maintain the existing state of affairs is 
the strongest possible guarantee that France 
will do the same thing.

Mr. Fitegeratd expecta 
the trial to be completed by this afternoon, 
end he said he would go then to the sub- 
treasury without delay and report for duty. 

If Sub-Treasurer Boldenweck refuses to 
put him back at work counting money, Mr. 
Fitggerald said he would tell a story that 
will make interesting reading. Inasmuch as 
Mr. Boldenweck has announced that the ter- 
mination of Mr. Fitzgerald's “ leave of ab- 
gence "' depends on instructions from Wash- 
ington, the teller’s immediate reinstatement 
ig regarded as improbable. 

Chief Wilkie of the secret service is be- 
Heved to be remaining in Chicago to see what 
Mr. Fitzgerald will say, in case he talks. 


Says Porter Gave Him a “Billy:” 

At the trial in the afternoon Mr. Fitzger- 
aid had testified that Capt. Thomas I.- ror- 
ter of the secret service had given him a 
billy and advised him to “ go out and ‘ kill ' 
ag few-of the picture chasers who were an- 
poying him.”’ 

Early in the day Assistant United-States 
Treasurer G. C. Bantz said if the money is 
not recovered it will be “‘up to’’ Mr. Bol- 
denweck or his bondsmen to make it up.

NEW ANGLE TO MYSTERY IN THE 
DEATH OF WILLIAM DREYER. 


Society People Set “on Edge” by Dis- 
covery That District Attorney Ba- 
ker Hopes to Prove That Edward 
Collier, the Chauffeur Under Ar- 
rest, Was Accompanied by at Least 
One and Possibly More Female Ac- 
Guaintances on Night of Fatal Ride. 


Kenosha, Wis., March 6.—[{Special.]—The 

“automobile crowd,”’ which includes many 
well known people in Kenosha society, is on 
edge tonight because of the discovery that 
there is “a woman in the case” of Edward 
Collier, the automobilist who is accused 
of running down and killing WilMam Dreyer 
on the night of July 23 last. 
.It became known thie morning that Dis- 
trict Attorney Baker had questioned a well 
known woman of the city for more than three 
hours, and that it was his intention to call 
other women of the city to tell what they 
knew of automobile trips on the night that 
William Dreyer wes killed. 

' Baker admits that he is not seek- 
ing evidence for the hearing but for the tria! 
if Edward Collier is held. It is certain that if 
Collier is released he will be promptly re- 
arrested and new evidence will be brought 
out at a new prefiminary hearing. 

It had been planned to keep the ‘“‘ woman in 
the case’’ ag a complete secret, and to this 
end she was summoned to the office of the 
district attorney at 10 o'clock at night. 

Mr. Baker refuses to give the name of the 
women and declared that he had promised 
to do all in his power to keep her identity 
from becoming known until she is called to 
the witness stand. 

District Attorney Baker admits it is the 
theory of the state that there was at least 
one, and possibly other women, in the car 
when it killed the old man on the Racino- 
Kenosha road. 


PRESIDENT ELIOT STILL 
OPPOSED TO ROUGH SPORT. 


Declares That Football, Basketball, and 
Hockey Are Unfit Games for College 
Use—Decries ““Excesses of Cheering.’ 


Boston, Mass., March 6.—President C. W. 
Eliot of Harvard university in his annual 
report, which will be presented to the board 
of overseers this week, maintains that foot- 
ball, despite the new rules, remains an un- 
desirable game for gentlemen to play, or 
multitudes of people to witness. 

President Eliot declares that football is 
properly described by the adjective “ fierce,’’ 
and that no game in which there is reckless- 
ness in causing or receiving bodily injuries is 
fit for college’ use. Basketball and hockey 
are placed in the same class with football, 
and President Eliot advises that intercol- 
legiate contests in any one sport be limited to 
two games, all other to be between teams 
made up at Harvard. 

He also decries the “ excesses of cheering ”’ 
which characterize present intercollegiate 
contests as “‘absolutely unnatural.’’ 


TRAIN OVER BANK; NONE KILLED 


Pennsylvania Passengers Narrowly Es- 
cape Death—Coaches Filled with 
Gas from Pipe Line. 


Warren, Pa., March 6.—Train No. 33 on 
the Western New York and Pennsylvania 
@ivision of the Pennsylvania railroad 
plunged over a twenty-five foot embank- 
ment between Irvineton and this place to- 
night, and nine persons were injured,: none 
fatally. Among the injured was R. W. Rob- 
erts of Chicago, a salesman. One leg was 
badly cut-and he was injured about the body. 

The wreck was caused by the train split- 
ting a switch. .Two cars were thrown from 
the rails down an embankment into a pond 
of water. 

Near the track runs a pipe line of the 
Pennsylvania Gas. company, carrying 200 
pounds pressure. This was broken and the 
coaches filled with natural gas. 

Four passengers in the rear coach, which 
was turned completely over, had a narrow 
escape from suffocation by gas fumes. Had 
the lamps in the coaches been lighted an ex- 
plosion would have taken place. 

Mise Anne Corbett of Parker’s Landing, 
Pa., who was among the injured, was.com- 
ing to Warren-to be married tonight to Or- 
ville Brown. When the wreck became 
known Brown went to the scene and assisted 
in rescuing Miss Corbett.

Minneapolis, Minn., March 6.—[Special.]— 
John C. Spooner of Wisconsin, who resigned 
his seat in the United States senate, is to be- 
come chief counsel and generar! adviser of 
James J. Hill and the many big interests 
which Hill represents. Mr. Spooner, will 
make New York City his headquarters, and 
will receive a salary of $50,000 a year. This 
nails the story that Spooner is going with 
Harriman and the interests which are fight- 
ing the Hill roads. 


| Spooner to Succeed Grover, 

Mr. Spooner’s position will be similar to 
that held by M. D. Grover prior to his death a 
year and a half ago. Since then this work 
has been performed jointly by E. Wilkinson 
and Judge B. Young, with W. R. Begg as gen- 
eral solicitor for the Great Northern, with 
headquarters at St. Paul. Mr. Wilkinson has 
gone back to his former duties in charge of 
construction work on the Hill roads, and Mr. 
Begg will keep his present post. 

It was said at Senator Spooner’s request 
Mr. Hill had determined to withhold official 
announcement until April 1, but now that the 
news has become public it is probable Mr. 
Hill will take immediate steps to proclaim 
Senator Spooner’s appointment. 


Lenroot Expected to Run.

Abstraction of Utilities Bill at Albany

LONDON, March 6.—The woman suffra- 
gists, by insisting upon martyrdom, are piac- 
ing the authorities in an embarrassing posi- 
tion. Mrs. Despard, a sister of Gen. French, 
and several of her fellow agitators were re- 
leased from prison today after a term of con- 
finement for participation in the recent agita- 
tion at the house of commons. 

James Keir-Har@e, M. P., who has a repu- 
tation for eccentricity, presided today at a 
Public breakfast given in honor of these 
women. Several-of the suffragists delivered 
speeches in which they announced their pur- 
pose of forcing the authorities to keep them 
in prison by committing breaches of the peace 
whenever the opportunity offered, until such 
time as suffrage legislation is enacted. 


Women to Influence Commons. 


Since the British law is no respecter of per- 
sons, these women of refinement have shared 
the prisom life of the common criminals of 
their sex, and the régime of English prisons 
is remarkably severe. 

The question of woman suffrage will come 
up before the house of commons next Friday, 
and preparations are being made for another 
demonstration on that day. 

A report just issued by the women’s suffrage 
declaration committee proudly boasts that 
25,000 women in the United Kingdom have 
signed the pro-suffrage declaration. It may 
be stated that the female population of the 
United Kingdom by the last census was 
21,436,000. 


Pastor Scores Women’s Uplift.

LEEDS, March 6.—Addressing the Nation- 
al Council of Free Churches today, the Rev. 
J. C. Greenbough deplored the increasing 
breaking up of family life in England. This, 
he said, must be owing to the falling off of 
the qualities of mothers.

“I have heard of the rapid multiplication 
of women’s clubs. Thank God, I do not 
know their members.

CHICAGO SOCIOLOGIST SAYS

“ The Social Mission of the Church and Its

“Be something more than mere sermon 

ers,” urged Dr. Henderson, and he point-

He made a special plea for a cultivation of 
fhe beautiful He asserted religion was 
Deautiful and'everything else became beau- 
tiful when religion was in it.
